Col. Phil. B. Thompson, Sr., 
died at his home in Harrodsburg 
Saturday, lhe 2bth, at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, of infirmities of 
age- Re would have been 88 
years old January 8. 1909. "The 
funeral occured Monday after¬ 
noon from the Christian' Church. 

C*'l. Thompson was born, 
reared, and resided in Harrods- 
burg his entire life. He had 
t>e> n a practicing attorney at the 
local bar and the surrounding 
counties fBr about 65 years He 
served in the Mexican War, be¬ 
ing Captain Jn Co). McKee’a 
regiment, under tbe command of 
General Zachary Taylor. 

When the Civil War broke out, 
Col. Thompson, though a Whig, 
espoused the cause of thq Con¬ 
federacy. Iu 1861 be raised a 
c uip.my and was assigned as es¬ 
cort to Gen. John C Breckeu- 
r dge. He was commission- d as 
Colonel and served a time on the 
staff of Gen. Simon Boiiver Buck¬ 
ner. After the c'ose of tbe war 
he returned to Harrodsburg in 
1865 and resumed the practice of 
law, and was considered one of 
vho moat noted criminal lawyers 
of this section of the Slate.

PAPER FROM CORNSTALKS.

How many stars are there? It la not 
known, but moat astronomers believe 
the number hi not* unlimited. Tbe ar : 
gutueut to that with an Infinite uni¬ 
verse of Stars the heavens would be 
one uniform blaze of light The more 
distant aura are. of course, dimmer, 
some are too far away to affect the 
naked eye at oil. but no matter bow 
•light .tbe units on Infinite number of 
them would produce the. effect de¬ 
scribed. 

As there to no uniformly blazing sky, 
the number of stars, though possibly 
Immensely great, must l>e limited. 
This argument la supplemented In a 
recent astronomical paper by a similar 
one drawn from gravitation. Every 
star, no matter how distant, exercises 
its own power of attraction on every 
other heavenly body, including our 
earth. 

However, as tbe earth’s center to 
farther away from tbe attracting .body 
than Its surface is,-particles on the 
earth's surface are attracted with 
greater force than those at the center, 
and tbe practical result to to lesseu the 
force with which the earth’s mass to 
held together.
